SMCPS & SHERIFF’S OFFICE: PROPOSED USE OF SCHOOL BUS
MONITORING CAMERAS BY THE SHERIFF’S OFFICE

Dr. Martirano noted that Maryland Senate Bill SB 679 authorizes local school boards, in
consultation with a law enforcement agency, to place school bus monitoring cameras on local
school buses if authorized by the governing body of a local jurisdiction after notice and a
public hearing. Dr. Martirano and Sheriff Cameron explained how the camera system works
and requested the Commissioners codify Chapter 259 of the Code of St. Mary’s County to
allow the use of school bus monitoring cameras.

Commissioner Morgan moved, seconded by Commissioner Morris, to request the
County Administrator and/or County Attorney to schedule a public hearing on the
ordinance drafted by the office of the County Attorney. Motion carried 5-0.
